“1. Although there are fifty stock- 
yards in the United States at which 
live stock are bought and sold, more 
than 69 per cent of the animals pass 
through twelve of the fifty yards, and 
the four largest yards alone receive 
more than 62 per cent of the cattle, 
43 per cent of the hogs, and 61 per 
cent of the sheep. 

“2. The five big packers either joint- 
ly or separately have an interest in 
twenty-eight of the fifty market yards; 
they have the majority of voting stock 
in twenty-two of these yards and are 
jointly interested in fifteen of them. 
More than 84 per cent of the animals 
pass through the yards in which they 
have an interest. 

“3. Both before and since the big 
packers acquired their financial inter- 
est in stockyards they have received 
from the yards companies many mil- 
lions of dollars in cash, bonds, and land 
as bonuses for locating packing plants 
at the yards. | 

“4. Taken as a whole, only a small 
per cent of the present vbting stock 
held by the big packers in the principal 
stock yards represents actual cash in- 
vestment by them. The greater part 
of it was given to them by the yards 
companies and local citizens as bonuses 
or by the yards companies as stock 
dividends, or they obtained it through 
the reorganization of the yards com- 
panies. Moreover, the big packers have’ 
in numerous cases forced the original 
owners of the stock yards to relinquish 
control. 

“5. The earnings of the packer con- 
trolled stock yards have sufficed to pay 
the large cash bonuses to the packers 
and to increase their dutstanding cap- 
ital stock from surplus earnings to 
many times the original capital paid 
in, and at the same time pay regularly 
reasonable cash dividends on the out- 
standing capitalization.

LONDON, Aug. 6.—During the de- 
bate in the house of commons today 
Williams Adamson, of the 
Labor party and leau.. of the opposi- 
tion in the house, moved to reduce 
the grants proposed for Field Marshal 
Haig and other generals and admirals 
for services in the, war to an amount 
not exceeding £200,000 sterling, to be 
divided proportionately.

WHAT AILS THE CARPENTERS? 
Chicago is halted in the beginning of a $125,000,- 
000 building program by a carpenters’ strike. They 
have been offered 92% cents an hour. In Detroit 
carpenters are being “paid 80 cents an hour, or $1 
_@ day less. Yet Chicago carpenters are refusing 
this $1 in Chicago and scurrying to Detroit to work 
for less and pay more for living. What is the sense 
of this? 
It does not seem to be in reason that workmen 
with homes and families would voluntarily refuse 
to accept an increase of $1 a day, preferring to go 


_ @lsewhere and work for a leas sum. It is patent 


‘that some influence is binding the situation and 
actually throttling the will of the majority of the 
craft. 

What is there to prevent a referendum of the 
carpenters, as in the street car unions? It is prob 
able that many carpenters would vote to hold out 
for a still higher figure; but the facts indicate that 
most of the men had rather work in their home 
city for 92% cents an hour than in Detroit for 80 


cents. We believe a fair referendum vote would 


fetch the men back to their jobe. 

The leaders of the carpenters’ union cannot ex- 
pect to go far without the support of the public. 
When the public becomes fully advised of the facts 
as shown above It is certain there will be little sym- 
pathy for those who so flagrantly are hindering 
Chicago’s struggle to build homes, bring down 
rents, and work an adjustment of the high cost 

of living. 

_ We have tried to show that with prices and 
wages in a flying circle that is constantly ascending 
we are headed for trouble. The construction strike 
in Chicago is one of the stubborn elements. Build- 
ers are trying to give us some elasticity in homes. 
They are tied up. We hope the rank and file of 
the carpenters will take matters in their own hands 
and avail themselves of the good wages offered 
here rather than be forced to go elsewhere for 
work at less pay. 


LADY SOLDIERS. 

It is refreshing in these days of struggle to 
regain the economic balance to regale oneself 
wtih the pictures of Chicago women in the train: 
ing camp at Lake Geneva, preparing themselves 
for the duties of life, the grim battle for bread, 
the training of children, and the tidy management 
of the house, 

We love to speculate upon the advance that 
madame of the Ghetto would make in her two 
gas burner culinary enterprises after a few weeks 
of “squads right,” or how Mayme of‘ the glove 
counter would renew her zest for industry upon 
finally achieving the rudiments of open formation. 

The lady soldiers are setting a glorious exam-

ple of rigid application to the womanly habits.

BETTER POLICE PROTECTION. 

Practicality seems to be served in a very large 
degree by the appointment of 1,000 new police- 
men. Whether there will be any real advantage 
in the bigger police force remains in the good 
sense of the department executives. It may 
mean that 1,000 new policemen will be sent out 
to perform actual patrol duty or that the “ spe- 
clal details,” already so prejudicial to good service, 
will become more unwieldy and more prejudicial 
than ever. 

It is reasonable to assume that while there 
may not be disorder in the riot district, the 
potentialities are there. All of those who par- 
ticipated in or applauded the actions of the riot- 
ers have not been arrested. At least the blaze 
has not been entirely quenched, but only smoth- 
ered. Soldiers remaining in the district will 
eventually stamp out the last remaining sparks. 

But how long can a citizen soldiery, enlisted pri- 
marily for emergency purposes, bear to be kept on 
such duty? The name “reserve militia” implies 
a certain obligation, which is that its members 
volunteer to place themselves under discipline 
with due regard for their civilian positions. It 
is an obligation that is mutual in that the state 
‘has an implied duty toward the militiaman to 

see that his personal requirements do not suffer 

beyond the point of reasonable sacrifice. 

This point of reasonable sacrifice is on a line 
diffieult to establish. But perhaps it may be found 
in the news that many members of the militia 
now on duty in the riot zone are undergoing real 
hardships, occasioned by loss of pay from their 
civilian employments, and that no inconsiderable 
‘number have been threatened with the loss of 

their jobs. These sacrifices are real and not 
fancied. 

Yet the state, or in this case the city, also 
faces a hardship, which is that life and property 
rill be endangered by the withdrawal of the 
roops. In this emergency, which obviously calls 
for military protection and also the preservation 
_ of the prosperity of the militiamen, the appoint. 

ment of 1,000 new policemen appears to be sen- 
sible as well as expedient.

We believe the reserve militiamen, having ad- 
mirably served the purpose fo> which their organ- 
ization exists, having stepped into the breach 
and kept order, should be relieved from duty and

CIVILIZATION ON TRIAL. 

The war created a grave emergency, and every 
one realized that the only possible course for a 
loyal citizen was to make any sacrifice that 
seemed necessary to defeat the enemy. The dan- 
ger was apparent. 

But it should be just as apparent that the 
dangers we are now facing may prove just as 
menacing as Gerinan militarism. If it was worth 
while to make sacrifices in order to protect the 
nation from foreign aggression it is equally worth 
while to do so to preserve the nation, to uphold 
ita institutions and to pass on our heritage of 
liberty and democracy. a 

The problem of post war adjustment has been 
greater in France and England than in the United 
States. It has even seemed doubtful at times 
whether the strongest European governments 
could survive. But the latest information from 
France seems to indicate that the French people 
at least realize that after the war has been won 
it would be folly to destroy every advantage 
which could come from peace. . 

It ie stated, for example, that there is a mutual 
agreement between the workers and employers 
in France to postpone all strikes for six months. 
A superficial view of the agreement would be that 
the workmen are relinquishing a favorable op- 
portunity to enforce wage demands, but we have 
no doubt that its real significance is that French 
workmen appreciate that for the time being it is 
dangerous to curtail production or to create a 
situation which might lead to the destruction of 
France as a nation. There is a realization, we 
believe, that the period immediately following a 
great war is inevitably one of great difficulty, 
and that in some respects the cultivation of na- 
tional morale is more important just now than 
during the war. 

If reconstructién is to have any meaning it 
must involve an earnest effort to make good the 
loss that was occasioned by the war. We cannot 
make good that loss by interfering with produc- 
tion. The obligation rests on both employers 
and employes; if it is proper to urge the latter to 
refrain from going on strike it is also proper to 
suggest that employers must do all in their power 
to satisfy the legitimate demands of their work- 
men. | 

It is not too much to say that what we know 
as civilization is now on trial. If we hope to pre- 
serve it, every one must be prepared to make 
some sacrifice. 


A SHOWDOWN WITH MEXICO. 

Secretary Lansing has urged the Mexican gov- 
ernment to be Giligent in pursuit and punishment 
of the bandits who on July 12 robbed an American 
citizen. 

Along witb this brief advice we cannot refrain 
from giving some consideration to a more or less 
debatable report, which is that propaganda is being 
circulated in Mexico calculated to inspire in the 
Mexican a fear of Americans and that this is hav- 
ing its effect; that Mexicans are beginning to real- 
ize the importance of not going too far with their 
offensive tactics. 

As to the request from Secretary Lansing, it has 
been done before and the Mexican government has 
paid slight heed. The ever increasing number of 
attacks on Americans is evidence that the Mexican 
government is not worried about what Washington 
wants. But as to the propaganda of respect for 
American temper, we can say that if it is not true 
there could be worse propaganda. 

Since 1846 there has been a state of potential 
if not actual conflict between the United States and 
Mexico; certainly no period in which love was 
wasted. For several decades after the Mexican war 
nothing happened to establish a contact of friend- 
ship. And in the more recent years when there 
was not cattle running on both sides of the border 
there. was something approaching warfare. 

In other 
prosperous, and strong, and the other small and 
conducted only as the varying dispositions of rob- 
ber chieftains dispose, living side by side and 
neither having even as much as the respect of fear 
for the other. 

Either we fear Mexico or we do not. Either 
Mexico fears the United States or does not. We 
laugh at the suggestion that we fear Mexico.

If we do not fear Mexico, it is our business to 
impress upon that country the fact that we are 
respectable and are going to be respected; that the 
lives and property of Americans are sacred to the 
American government. Mexicans must get it into 
their heads that it is dangerous to offend us. They 
have gone on for years totally ignoring us, and 
they will continue to do so until we give them some- 
thing substantial to think about. 

Messages urging pursuit of bandits has not made 
them think; we doubt if propaganda will do it. 
But let them know they are hopelessly outnum- 
ant and that their salvation lies in good behavior 
a upon to the 

point of forcibly impressing it, and we shall see a 
different and law abiding Mexico.

BABY LIFE GETS SAFER. 
MONG American cities Brookline, 
Mass., has the honor of having 
had the lowest baby death rate in 
1918. Honors are shared by 
Madison, Wis., @nd Pagadena, Cal., 
which cities had rates of 88.1 and 43.8 
respectively, aS Compared with Brook- 
line’s 35.4. 

Annually the New York milk commit- 
tee makes a report on the baby death 
rates of about 250 American cities. The 
ref®rt is only approximately accurate, 
since there is accepted birth registration 
in less than half the cities contesting. 
Nor is it an entirely dependable way of 
rating the healthfulness of the babies of 
a city even where there is officially reo- 
Ognized birth registration, the accuracy 
thereof ranging from 90 to 100. 

In some of the places the proportion of 
babies to adults is large and in other 
places it is small. In spite of these lkni- 
tations this annual competition is very 
helpful in bringing about an improve- 
ment in baby life. | 
The fifteen cities, regardless of size, th 
the order of their achievement are: 
Brookline, 35.4; Madison, 38.1; Pasa- 
dena, 43.8; East Orange, 53; Berkeley, 
66.5; San Francisco, 57.2; Elgin, 60.1; 
Malden, 60.2; La Crosse, 60.8; Ogden, 
61.1; Everett, 61.6; Alameda, 62.2; Salt 
a City, 63.3; Seattle, 63.4; Boise City, 

Brookline also had the honor in 1916. 
The city having the lowest rate over a five 
year period was La Crosse—1911-15—46.5. 
The honor among cities over 600,000

It also has the honor 
of having had the lowest rate in this

AN ANSWER. 

Chicago, Aug. 2.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. ]—A letter on “ Regulating the Pack- 
ers,” signed L. Baldus, appeared in the 
“Voice of the People” column in THE 
TRIBUNB for July 25. 

The writer criticizes the present high 
level of prices and claims that present 
conditions “cannot for a moment be 
justified by any economic law.” He also 
states that “the history of increasing 
prices of food products reveals that they 
are synchronous with the greater con- 
trol of them by the packers,” and after 
mentioning specifically the advance in 
the price of shoes about the time the 
packers went inte the leather business, 
he challenges the packers to explain the 
reason. 

The general high price level is not due 
to manipulation. This is shown by a 
recent report of the war industries board, 
which proves that prices in other coun- 
tries of the world have risen as much 
as or more than they have in the United 
States, and that this has been true even 
in countries relatively unaffected by war 
conditions, such as Japan and Australia. 

High prices are due to fundamental 
causes, the two main ones being: 

{1] Inflation. of credit and currency, 
and 

[2] A world wide shortage of necessi- 
ties due to decreased production during 
the war. 

As it seems very unlikely that the 


, present high wage scale will be materi- 


ally reduced in the near future, or that 
there will be any marked contraction in 
world currency, no immediate relief from 
present scale of prices seems probable 
except as production is increased. 

In taking up the specific case of leather, 
it is generally known that there has been 
practically no production of hides in 
Europe during the war, and now that 
Europe is once more turning to the pro- 
duction of leather goods, an unprece- 
dented demand for American hides has 
been created with European buyers bid- 
ding against one another in competition 
with domestic tanners. When there is 
only a certain quantity of any commod. 
ity to be distributed among a large num- 
ber of bidders, the price is inevitably 
forced up by the competitive bidding of 
the buyers, one against the other, in 
accordance with the law of supply and 
demand. 

It is easy to jump to the conclusion 
that these abnormally high prices must 
have resulted in tremendous profits for 
the packers. The actual records of Swift 
& Co. show, however, that this is far 
from the case. With the exception of 
three weeks in May, Swift & Co. has lost 
money on each week since January and 
up to July 1 on its dressed beef business, 
after giving full credit for high priced 
hides, fats, and by-products—due to the 
relatively high prices being paid for live 
cattle as compared with the prices we 
have been able to get for meats and 
by-produets. For ten weeks this loss av- 
eraged from $5.00 to $7.00 per head. 
Higher prices for by-products have 
merely made the packers’ losses smaller 
than they would have been. They have 
also resulted in a smaller difference be- 
tween ‘live cattle prices and wholesale 
beef prices than would otherwiae have 
been the case. The values of by-products 
are taken into account in the competi- 
tive buying of cattle and sale of meats. 
Mr. Baldus also states that it is not 
fair to speak only of hogs selling at 
$22.80, which he considers the maximum 
price paid for a small quantity and 
which he believes would be considered 
above the average price paid by the 
packer in the course of a year. It is true 
that the average price paid for hogs 
by Swift & Co. for the twelve months 
ended Nov. 2, 1918, averaged $17.12. 
Part of the time the minimum was $15.50 
and the latter part of the year it was 
$17.50. All price restrictions, however, 
were removed on April 1 and the market- 
ing of hogs since that time has been 
left to the natural marketing under 
supply and demand conditions.

OWNERS GET 


RESTRAINING ORDER 
IN GARL MAYS CASE 


New York, Aug. 6.—[Special.]—-The 
American League Baseball club of New 
York tonight obtained a temporary in- 
junction from Justice Robert L. Luce 
of the Supreme court restraining Presi- 
dent Ban Johnson of the American 
league, or any of his agents or em- 
ployés, from interfering with the per- 
formance of the contract between the 
Yanks and Carl W. Mays, the pitcher 
who recently came to the club from 
the Red Sox. 

The injunction also restrains John- 
son or any of his agents from interfer- 
ing with the established schedule of 
games between New York and other 
clubs of the league. , 

Hearing Next Tuesday. 

The order is effective until next 
Tuesday, when a hearing will be held 
to determine whether the time shall 
be extended pending hearing of an ap- 
plication for a permanent injunction. 
Copies of the injunction were served 
tonight on Umpires Owens and Con- 
nolly, who will officiate at the games 
here, and also on Manager Jimmie 
Burke of the St. Louis club. It will be 
served on Manager Tris Speaker of 
the Cleveland club when he comes to 
this city’ Friday. 

- President Jacob Ruppert of the Yan- 
kees sent out a telegram inviting to 
all American league club owners and 
to President Ban Johnson to come here 
Monday for a meeting. President Rup- 
pert and his,partner, Col. T. L. Huston, 
will make this eleventh hour appeal to 
the club owners for a peaceful settle- 
ment of the difficulty, which threatens 
to shake the national game. 

- ‘Rake Frazee’s Affidavit. 

“The injunction was obtained on the 
affidavits of President Harry H. Frazee 
and Manager Edward G. Barrow of the 
Boston club, of which Mays was a 
member before being traded to New 
York; also on the affidavits of Secre- 
tary Harry .Sparrow and Charles N. 
Tuttle of the Yanks, and on the affi- 


davit of Mays. 


The contract of Mays with the Bos- 
ton club, which was transferred to, 
New York in the trade, also was sub- 
mitted. This shows that Mays received 
a salary of $8,000 a year for pitching 
for Boston. 

Settlement Is Possible. 

Col. Ruppert said tonight that he 
would make a last attempt to settle his 
differences with Johnson in a friendly 
way if the club owners and the league 
president accept his invitation to meet 
here Monday. 

“If we do not reach an amicable 
settlement at that time,” said Col. Rup- 
pert, “we will fight this case to the 


last ditch. We must protect our prop-, 


erty rights and will do everything in 
our power to bring about a satisfactory 
adjustment on Monday.”

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SEED POTATOES 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


The numerous insects and diseases 
that have attacked the potato plants 
this year calls for careful work on 
the part of the grower in selecting 
seed stock for next year. Potatoes 
that are to be used for seéd should 
be carefully picked at harvest, and if 
one part of the patch is better than 
the other it is even advisable to set 
aside some of the plants for that pur- 
pose at this season of the year. 
Many of the distressed looking p@ 
tato patches and even failures in many 
cases this year can be traced directly 
to inferior seed used at planting time. 
If high yields are expected it is just 
as important for the grower to have 
good seed stock in growing potatpes 
as it is for the farmer to have good 
foundation stock to produce the maxi- 
mum amount of meat and milk. The 
gardener or truck grower who plans 
a few months ahead usually has the 
best crops. 

At digging time seed potatoes shoul@ 
be selected from the healthy and most 


the individual plant and the quality 
of the tuber can be considered. The 
potatoes should be firm and sound, 
fairly uniform in size and shape, and 
the surface smooth. 

The diseases of potatoes are numer- 


lecting seed stock that all tubers show- 
ing external or internal evidence of 
disease should be rejected.

The August grand jury, which bolted 
yesterday in high dudgeon becayse, it 
was declared, the state’s attorney had 
only Negro rioters for it to indict, and 


no whites, will have the case of five 


white men, charged with assault to 
kill, presented to it this morning. 

The jurors literally dropped consid- 
eration of evidence and walked out, 
, making remarks that the prosecutor 
‘was discriminating against colored 
f men. Mr. Hoyne immediately issued 

a statement denying their charges and 
practically telling the jury to mind its 
own business and do its duty. 

Judge Robert E. Crowe announced 

he would convene court this morning 
? and investigate the grand jury’s action, 
pointing out if the jurors continued to 
{ refuse to hear cases they may become 
liable to charges of contempt of court 
or malfeasance in office, charges carry- 
ing fines and imprisonment on convic- 


tjon. 

; Four White Men Confess. 

Then late last night it was an- 

‘ mouncéd four of the five alleged white 
rioters had confessed and the evidence 
against them would go to the jury at 
10 o'clock this morning. 

The victim in this case is Everett 
Martin, 1805 West Lake street, col- 
ered. He is in. the Englewood hos- 
pital in a serious condition. 

The men in custody are Edward Ney- 
lon, Michael Drew, George Murphy, 

- William Baer, and George Soughwich. 
Soughwich fired four shots at Mar 
tin, hitting him twice in the thigh, ac- 
cording to the other four. All five, 
it is said, kicked and beat the colored 
man three times. The confessions 
were made to Agsistant State’s Attor- 
neys John C. Melaniphy and Grover 


Niemeyer. 


Seize Firebug Suspects. 

Two white boys, arrested by de 
tectives from the fire attorney’s office, 
were questioned by Assistant State’s 
Attorney Morris Wilson, then taken 
te a police station. No information 


' was given out, but it is believed they 


were arrested on suspicion of lighting 
@ number of fires during the riot 
week. It is said six of their compan- 
fens are being sought. : 

The “ walkout” came at about il 


' @clock in the morning, just after the 


jury had voted an indictment against 
three Negro youths on charges of riot- 
ing and carrying weapons. Assistant 
Gtate’s Attorney Robert Rollo had 
started to present another case, that 
of Emma Jackson, Kate Elder, and 
three Negro men, accused of killing 
Walter Rignadell, a white youth. 


Juror Makes Protest. 
As the prosecutor started to outline 
the-case one of the grand jurors cried 
out: 


“What the 
with the state’s attorney? Hasn't he 
get any white cases to present?” 

Others took up the cry. 

“Why are we getting cases against 
black men only? Why don’t you pre 
gent some cases against white rioters, 
teo?”’ was the general theme. 

Rollo waded through a mass of evi- 
dente to sée whether he had a case 
ready to present against a white of- 


fender. He had none. Then Assistant 


Attorney Gereral Harry Hamlin was 
sent for. He went back to the state's 
gttorney’s office downstairs to learn 
Whether a case involving white rioters

He failed to find one in shape. As- 
sistant Attorney General Middlekauff 
then made an effort to hold the jury 
tegether for thé purpose of having At- 
terney General Brundage “make a 
statement” to the body. Prosecutor

- gent, should appear before the jury.

TO YARDS TODAY 
GUARDED BY HOST 


Labor Protests Move to 
- Place Police in Pack- 
ing Plants. 


The Negro workmen will return to 
the stockyards this morning. 

Guarded by the. military, the con- 
Stabularly and the police, more than 
3,009 colored employés in the packing 
plants will thus end a ten day exile, 
which followed the race riots on the 
south side. 

The decision to permit their return 
Was made at a conference attended 
by Adjt. Gen, Frank &. BSher- 
iff Peters, and Chief Garrity. 

It produced but one protest. John 
Fitzpatrick, president, and a committee 
of other Chicago Federation of Labor 
executives, calling on Chief Garrity, 
urged the officials to keep the police- 
men out of the yards areas. The po- 
licing plans call for heavy guards 
about the L stations at Thirty-first and 
Thirty-fifth streets, squads to guard 
the trains, and large forces of militia, 
deputy sheriffs, and police within the 
yards, It is planned to have a force at 
every point where conflict between 
whites and blacks may develop, 


Gite Alshuler Ruling. 

‘To this the labor officials demurred, 
declaring policemen stationed in the 
yards areas have been used recently 
to intimidate the workmen and might 
cause a riot of resentment, The labor 
officials pointed out that when they 
protested recently against the station- 
ing of fifty mounted policemen in the 
yards, Federal Judge Alshuler heeded 
their request and the policemen were 
removed, 

Despite the labor protest, First Dep- 
uty Alcock at night, after a conference 
with nine police captains, announced 
they had completed plans for guarding 
the Negroes in the stockyards teday,. 

In addition to the 500 specia] police- 
men in the danger zone today, there 
will be numbers of deputy sheriffs sent 
by Sheriff Peters ag “emergency con- 
stabulary.” 

The sheriff determined on this course 
when all military and police authori- 
ties agreed that today will be the most 
critical of any since the desperate riot- 
ing. The constabulary, created with 
the approval of Atterney Genera] 
Brundage, is to serve as “ replacement 
units ” for the “ army of occupation.” 

Solves Guard Problem. 

Mr. Brundage informed the sheriff 

he could organize a foree of any 


and/ strength he deemed 


might make it semi-military. is 
expected to solve the guard problem, 
which resulted from the refusal of the 
state authorities to permit the soldiers 
to serve as guards in the yards. 

Besides the guards in the yards en- 
closure this morning, heavy guards 
were Ordered to be stationed along 
West Thirty-fifth street, West Forty- 
seventh street, and on South Halsted 
street. 

Thirty-fourth Victim Dies. 

The death early in the day of George 
Fleming, 4924 St, Lawrence avenue, 
from wounds received when he was 
stabbed with a bayonet in the hands 
of Private Edgar D. Mohan, Co. BE, 
4th Illinois reserve militia, made the 
thirty-fourth death due to the rioting. 

An im ate inquiry into the af- 
fray, which also resulted in the wound- 
ing of Thomas E, Fenneggey, 643 Hast 
Forty-sixth street, was ordered by 
Gen, Dickson. He appointed Lieut. 
Col, W. H. Wade, Lieut. Col. W. BE. 
Swanson, and Capt. C. C. Mitchell on 
the board of inquiry and Mohan was 
held in temporary arrest. 


EVANSTON MAN 
SUES FATHER FOR 
$100,000 ESTATE 


When Carel Wilsen Alton of Evans- 
ton entered the military service he 
was induced, he says, by his father, 
Atterney William Alton Jr., 2622 Prai- 
rie avenue, to turn. over to him an es- 
tate ef approximately $100,000, 

Yesterday the son filed suit against 
his father for the recovery of the es- 
tate and an accounting—both during 
the gon’s minority and his time of 
service in the army. In his suit young 
Alton eharges that when he became 
of age his father turned over te him 
an estate supposed to be worth §115,- 
803 left him by his great-grandmether, 
Mrs, Mary Bigelow; his sigter, his 
mother, and a great aunt. 

The son asserts he had impliett faith 
in his father’s honesty and signed the 
receipts, but that he later found the 
estate amounted to only $96,000. 

He further states that his father 
suggested he turn the estate back to 
him for administration during his serv- 
ice in the army, and this he did with 
the understanding that his wife was 
to receive $5,000, $200 a month yntil 
July 1, 1918, and $100 a month there- 
after. The younger Mrs. Alton, so the 
bill recites, received some of the pay: 
ments. However, it is charged that 
when she demanded her husband's 
estate her father-in-law insisted he held 
no property belenging te his son. 

Young Alton now demands the re- 
turn of $108,279, which, he claims, 
should be the full value of the estate 
and accrued interest if handied prop- 
erly.
